These disabilities are 
tuberculosis, neuropsychiatric (men- 
tal rlsease), paralysis agitans. amoe- 
bic dysentery and encephalitis lethar- 
gica (sleeping sickness). 
This Is th» 
most important section of the bill, and 
its enactment will undoubtedly save 
thousands of lives, as it will allow 30.- 
000 disabled veterans to Immediately 
connect their disabilities with the ser- 
vice. a*d thereby receive government 
compensation, and where necessary. 
care in government hospitals. 
It is estimated that tbls section 
alone will benefit 14,900 veterans with 
tuberculosis, which will cost $11,380,- 
000 a year; 13,600 mental cases, cost- 
ing $7,»5T,0<H> and about 50« for the

The time in which a veteran may 
file a claim for disability has been ex- 
tended from .Jive years after discharge 
in the old. law to the fixed date of 
January 1, 19Z5. It is estimated that 
this will allow 17,000 more veterans 
to obtain benefits' under the law. 
which will cost 11,731,000 a year. 
Lapsed war risk Insurance Is au- 
tomatically 
reinstated retroactively, 
where at the time -of lapse the vet- 
eran had sufficient unpaid compensa- 
tion due him to revive his insurance 
It Is estimated that this will affect 1.- 
300 veterans, 
their dependants or 
heirs, and cost $500,000 a year. This 
provision rectifies the Schwartz case 
decision, which has 
caused great 


hardship 
- A veteran with 
tuberculosis, dis- 
charged from hospital as arrested 
will be rated as temporarily totally 
disabled for six months, entitling him 
to-$80.00 a month compensation and 
allowances for his family. 
Tubercul- 
osis veterans whom hospitals, may be 
discharged from hospital, and receive 
a temporary total rating 
for three 
years, 
entitling them to 
$8».00

AMUNDSEN MUST DIG

CHRISTIANIA, June 24 —A spe- 
cial despatch to the Aftenposten from 
Pia states that the aeroplane fac- 
tory which constructed the planes for 
Roald Amundsen's projected 
north 
pole expedition has refused to deliv- 
er the ready and tested machines un- 
til the balance of 14.000 pounds on 
the purchase price is paid 


If the explorer is unable to raise 
the required sum within 10 days, the 
despatch states, it will organise a 
polar expedition under the 
Italian 
flag, using Amundsen's planes as far 
as possible, and claiming the leader- 
ship of the expedition under Lieuten- 
ant Locatelli. who was to have been 
the chief pilot of the Norwegian's air 
train. 


The despatch states that It already 
has engaged five Italian fliers and 
has offered Amundsen the position J 
of sub-commander of the reorganise* 
expedition under Ixwatelll. The new
